Chairperson's Remarks 


a) C. Bertrand thanked those who participated in the 
Action Day. He was pleased to announce that Premier 
Bourassa in a telephone call to the Rector in December 
said that Concordia University would get $500,000. in 
capital funds from Hydro Quebec. It appears that if 
pressure is continued, the more important change to 
rectify the funding formula for the 1989-90 year will also 
be made. This appears to be C. Ryan's target date. 


b) C. Bertrand announced that the new CUFA collective 
agreement was signed in late November 1987; it becomes 
effective on the day the contract was signed and not June 
1, 1987. 


c) In conjunction with the new collective agreement two 
elections have taken place (one for the Faculty Tenure 
Committee and one for the Faculty Personnel Committee). 
The newly elected members of the FTC are the alternate 
members for this year. They are: Dr. S. Hoecker-Drysdale, 
Dr. K. Mukherji, Dr. S. Scheinberg, Dr. G. Adams. The FPC 
is elected for two (2) years. The new elected members are: 
Jd. Herz (ENGL), J. Ryan (THEO), Dr. P. Seraganian (PSYC), 
O. Tee (CHEM). Alternates: L. Adler (MATH), R. Coyte 
(POLI). The FPC has met once so far. 


Questions and Announcements 


a) Barry Goodman, Student Representative, Lonergan 
College, was introduced. 


b) Clarification was requested regarding the change of 
the refund policy for students withdrawing from courses. 
(i.e.: Why was there a change in policy and does it relate 
to changes in government regulations). Dean Bertrand 
responded that he would ask Dr. Giguére for further 
Clarification and provide it at the next FC meeting. 


c) It was asked why the Faculty of Arts and Science does 
not have supplementals in the Winter Term for courses 
ending in the Fall, except for graduating students. Dean 
Bertrand advised that this issue will be discussed at the 
next meeting of the Steering Committee.
